3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of prior 
art of record taken alone or in a combination shows semiconductor IC having a built-in 
power supply that receives an external source voltage for generating a positive voltage 
higher than the external source voltage and a negative voltage lower than a ground 
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potential, a switch connected between the first wiring for feeding the negative voltage as 
a bias voltage for a substrate and second wiring for supplying the ground potential.
